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1) Upon learning of the prize fish, Mrs. Smith logged it in her 
prayer journal and began talking to God.

This truth is woven all 
through the fabric of scripture! Genesis 18:14 Is any thing too 
hard for the LORD?... Job 42:2 I know that thou canst do every 
thing... Jeremiah 32:27 Behold, I am the LORD, the God of all 
flesh: is there any thing too hard for me? There is nothing that 
lies outside the ability of God. Evey one of can leave here today 
in confidence knowing that there is nothing that is impossible to 
our God by latching on to four facts from God's Word. 

2) Mary the mother of Jesus. She was a virgin, had never known a 
man. Upon hearing the promise of such a miraculous birth, 
Mary even said in Luke 1:34 How can this be? But in verse 37 we 
have our very text repeated: "For with God nothing shall be 
impossible." 

3) ...from the dead. In Acts 9 the dead are brought back to life at 
the hands of the Apostles. 

4) ...fires natural ability to burn and consume, and we find the boys 
exit the furnace without so much as the smell of smoke! No 
mater the flames of testing that come in your life, there is a God 
who will stroll through the flames with you! 


1) ...suspending the laws of the natural world, doing the 
impossible, walking on the water! Has the present raging storm 
surpassed your navigational ability? Our God can do the 
impossible!! 

2) ...but when it comes the the needs and necessities of the 
children of God, He has a way of overcoming material needs. 

3) ...and clothes and shoes refused to wear from the rugged 
environment of their journey. Didn't the Lord Jesus say in 
Matthew 6:31-33 Therefore take no thought, saying, What shall 
we eat? or, What shall we drink? or, Wherewithal shall we be 
clothed? (For after all these things do the Gentiles seek:) for 
your heavenly Father knoweth that ye have need of all these 
things. But seek ye first the kingdom of God, and his 
righteousness; and all these things shall be added unto you. 


4) ...yield the material so that the labor can continue. What do you 
need to serve God? What are you lacking to throw your self 
head long into the work of God? Matthew 7:7 Ask, and it shall 
be given you; seek, and ye shall find; knock, and it shall be 
opened unto you: Philippians 4:19 But my God shall supply all 
your need according to his riches in glory by Christ Jesus.

1) Our material possessions are not out of bounds for a God that 
can do the impossible! 

2) ...back to the context. READ Vs. 16-26. This is the most 
important point of all. Although God has the power to do the 
impossible, He is not obligated to do so. God may never heal 
you physical body, God may never turn the tide of nature for 
you sake, God may never see fit to miraculously meet some 
material need in your life. But there is no doubt that He can 
overrule your eternal impossibility! 

3) Psalms 58:3 The wicked are estranged from the womb: they go 
astray as soon as they be born, speaking lies. 


4) ...supernatural resurrection from the grave. The sins that 
condemned us to eternal torment can be forgiven. 


5) Mark 8:35-36 For whosoever will save his life shall lose it; but 
whosoever shall lose his life for my sake and the gospel's, the 
same shall save it. For what shall it profit a man, if he shall gain 
the whole world, and lose his own soul?
